One of Canada’s leading choral conductors, 
ROBERT COOPER began his career 
under the tutelage of Helmuth Rilling and 
Robert Shaw. He is currently the Artistic 
Director of the Orpheus Choir of Toronto, 

‘horus Niagara, the Opera in Concert 
Chorus, and is a teaching member of the 
Choral Department, Faculty of Music, 
University of Toronto. As a superb choral 
trainer and conductor, Mr Cooper also 
provided strong artistic leadership to the 
Toronto Mendelssohn Youth Choir for 22 
successful years, influencing over 2000 
young adult singers. Many of those singers 
have gone on to solo careers, while others 
are adding their own voices to various choirs 
across Canada. 

Robert Cooper enjoys a distinguished 
career as a guest conductor and clinician 
working with many of Canada’s leading 
choral organizations and provincial choral 
federations. He has had the honour of 
conducting the National Youth Choir of 
Canada and made his Carnegie Hall debut in 
1997 for a Celebration of Canadian Choral 
Music. He recently conducted concerts with 
Symphony Nova Scotia and the London 
Symphony, as well as conducting 
Newfoundland’s Festival 500 and 
productions for Toronto Operetta Theatre. In 
addition to his work with choirs, he has been 
involved with the presentation of more than 
80 operas and has been a frequent guest 
conductor with opera companies across 
Canada. Mr. Cooper has adjudicated the 
international choral competition Let the 
People Sing in London, England. He has 
also recorded CD’s of both opera and choral 
music and provided choral backup for films 
and Stratford Festival productions. 

Robert Cooper has served as President 
of both the Ontario Choral Federation and 
the Association of Canadian Choral 
Conductors and is on the Board of Directors 
of Chorus America. To complete the circle, 
He brings fine choral music to all of Canada 
as Executive Producer, Opera and Choral 
Music, for CBC Radio Two. 

In June 2003, Robert Cooper received 
an Honorary Doctorate degree from Brock 
University for his significant contribution to 





the Canadian choral community. In January 
2004, he was appointed to the Order of 
Canada. 


THE ORIANA SINGERS 

We are committed to choral excellence that 
provokes a passionate response to the 
power, beauty and joy of song. 


The Oriana Singers, one of the first all- 
female choirs in Canada, was formed in 
1972. The choir endeavours to achieve and 
maintain high levels of vocal and musical 
excellence. Great care is taken to choose 
music suited to the female voice, to present 
music that has already earned its lasting 
position in the repertoire, and to introduce 
audiences to contemporary music including 
new Canadian works, some of which have 
been commissioned by The Oriana Singers. 
In addition to numerous concerts in the 
community, the choir performs three 
concerts as part of its subscription series. 
Winner of many prizes and awards in 
Canada and abroad, The Oriana Singers was 
also selected by audition to perform at the 
1989 and 1993 International Choral 
Festivals. The choir has been guest artist and 
has presented benefit concerts for many 
other worthy organizations. It presented a 
joint concert with the Victoria Scholars for 
the Association of Canadian Women 
Composers, and also participated in the 1999 
International Festival of Women in Song at 
the University of Toronto. It was selected 
by audition to perform at PODIUM 2002, 
the national biennial conference of the 
Association of Canadian Choral Conductors, 
in Toronto in May of 2002, and recently 
presented a guest artist’s concert for ‘Music 
Mondays’ at the Church of the Holy Trinity. 
The name ORIANA is found in The 
Triumphs of Oriana, a collection of 
sixteenth-century madrigals with the 
common refrain, “Then sang the shepherds 
and nymphs of Diana. Long live fair 
Oriana.” It was often used to refer to Queen 
Elizabeth I of England, praising her power, 
wit and beauty. THE ORIANA SINGERS 
chose this name to reflect a classic sound 












while at the same time, of course(!), hoping 
to emulate Queen Elizabeth’s power, wit and 
beauty. 







William Brown, a native of St. Catharines, 
Ontario, was appointed Conductor of The 
Oriana Singers in the spring of 1996. Under 
his direction the choir has been national 
finalist and semi-finalist in the CBC Choral 
Competition for Amateur Choirs. Before 
joining The Oriana Singers Mr. Brown 
served as Artistic Director of the Woodstock 
Fanshawe Singers for ten years during 
which time the choir won first prize in the 
CBC Choral Competition for Amateur 
Choirs. He holds an honours music degree 
from the University of Western Ontario and 
while there, he sang in, and was manager of, 
the internationally known Faculty of Music 
Singers. Mr. Brown studied choral 
conducting with Deral Johnson. Upon 
completing his Bachelor of Music degree, he 
was awarded the Don Wright Scholarship 
for excellence in vocal music education. 

Mr. Brown won first prize in the 1992 
Leslie Bell Conducting Competition and in 
1999 received the Barry Gosse Music 
Award for enhancing the life of the school 
and community through his music programs 
and performances. He was chosen to 
participate in national conducting 
symposiums with Eric Ericson of Sweden, 
Jon Washburn of Vancouver, and Wayne 
Riddell of Montreal. 

Mr. Brown serves as President of the 
Association of Canadian Choral Conductors 
and was co-chair of PODIUM 2002, the 
national biennial Conference for the ACCC. 
He is also a Past President of Choirs 
Ontario. Mr. Brown teaches for the Toronto 
District School Board and is active as a 
clinician and adjudicator.

Pianist James Bourne is known both as a 
solo performer and as a collaborative artist. 
He holds undergraduate and graduate 
degrees in performance and literature from 
the University of Western Ontario. He also 
holds a postgraduate diploma in performanc 
from the Royal College of Music, London, 
England. His studies have taken him as far 
as Belgium, where he was a student of 
Francois Thiry at the Conservatoire royale 
de musique de Liége. James’ recent teachers 
have included John Hess, John-Paul Bracey 
(UWO) and John Barstow (RCM). 

James has been the recipient of numerous 
awards and scholarships, including 
Western’s Alumni Gold Medal in 1996. In 
1999, he was invited to the Banff Centre for 
the Arts as assistant coach/repetiteur for the 
Contemporary Opera and Song programme. 
In the summer of 2001, he was a fellow of 
the Tanglewood Music Centre, working 
under the baton of Seiji Ozawa for Ravel’s 
L’heure espagnole and participating in 
concerts and master classes. 

His work with choirs began with Dr. 
Victoria Meredith and the Faculty Singers at 
the University of Western Ontario. Since his 
arrival in Toronto, he has appeared with the 
Toronto Children’s Chorus, the Bach 
Chamber Youth Choir and the Mississauga 
Youth Singers. Aside from his duties with 
The Oriana Singers, James works privately 
as an accompanist and vocal coach and has 
adjudicated music festivals across Canada.
